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As Dons sell up 
and Chelsea 
move in... 


June 9, 2016 





AFC WIMBLEDON have 
exchanged contracts with Chel¬ 
sea for the sale of Kingsmeadow 
stadium to the Premier League 
giants, leaving Kingstonian with¬ 
out a home. 

The deal confirms that non¬ 
league Kingstonian, who have 
shared the stadium with the Dons 
since 2003, will have to find a new 
ground by the start of the 2017 sea¬ 
son. 

But it will only go through if 
AFC secure their move to Plough 
Lane in Merton, with the Dons’ 
planning application to build a 
20,000-seater stadium having been 
called in by former London Mayor 
Boris Johnson in March. 

Chelsea are expected to use 
the stadium as the home of their 
women’s side and academy 

Erik Samuelson, chief executive 
of AFC Wimbledon, said: “Chelsea 
are now committed to buying the 
ground. We are making sure we 
can’t be rendered homeless. 

“The vision of a return to Mer¬ 
ton, with all the community bene¬ 
fits it also brings, is now becoming 
very real.” 

Malcolm Winwright, joint 
chairman of Kingstonian, said: 
“We continue to enjoy a full and 
open relationship with Erik and 
his board, together with David 
Growns and other members of the 
Dons Trust Board, who continue

to assist us on a number of fronts.” 

Kingstonian have been working 
alongside real estate developer Af¬ 
finity Global to build a stadium at 
Chessington Golf Centre, though 
plans are still at an early stage. 

In the meantime Ks are expect¬ 
ed to enter a ground share. 

Kingstonian fan and Kingston 
councillor Jon Tolley said: “I don’t 
think anyone’s clear about the 
immediate future and that’s the 
problem. 

“If the board and decision mak¬ 
ers are confident this Chessington 
site is going to happen then they 
shouldn’t ground share with any¬ 
one other than Corinthian Casuals 
because they need to build a fan 
base there.” 

AFC Wimbledon bought 
Kingsmeadow from former Ks 
chairman Rajesh Khosla for a 
reported £2.5m in 2003, with King¬ 
stonian allowed to use the ground 
as tenants in exchange. The free¬ 
hold for the site is held by King¬ 
ston Council. As part of the deal 


with Chelsea, AFC have pledged 
to make a “substantial donation” 
to Ks, to help them “secure their 
future at another ground in or 
around Kingston”. 

Mr Samuelson added: “What 
the significance of the payment 
we make to Kingstonian is that it 
gives them a long-term chance of 
being sustainable. 

“I genuinely believe this is 
a one-off opportunity for 
Kingstonian. To stay as 
tenants is not what a 
club wants.” 

Kingston Council 
leader Kevin Davis said 
finding a site for Kingsto¬ 
nian has proved a “chal¬ 
lenge”, but welcomed 
Chelsea’s arrival. 

He said: “I think Chelsez 
can bring quite a differ¬ 
ent dimension from the 
point of view of hold¬ 
ing the community 
together with the 
work that they do. 


“That’s their commitment to us, 
that they want to build a commu¬ 
nity spirit. 

“I assumed that a ground share 
would always be part of the plan. 
What we’ve been trying to do is 
explore the possibilities of where 
[Ks] get to go.” 

AFC must now wait for a de¬ 
cision from new London Mayor 

Sadiq Khan on whether or not 
planning permission will 
be granted for the move to 
Plough Lane.

A SURBITON college has been given 
a grant of nearly £750,000 for a four- 
year project to “empower women and 
transform their lives through learn¬ 
ing”. 

Hillcroft College, the national res¬ 
idential college for women in South 
Bank, Surbiton, was awarded the 
money as part of the Big Lottery 
Fund’s £48.5 million women and girls 
initiative. 

The college, founded in 1920 and 
which also runs as a charity, says it 
is the only one in the country that 
specialises in intensive and residen¬ 
tial education aimed at women over 
19. The project aims to engage with 
women “furthest from education” 
by providing outreach, residential 
study, enrichment and support to po¬ 
tential students by increasing offsite 


work with partners, improve special¬ 
ist services onsite and improve net¬ 
working opportunities for students 
once they leave the college. 

Sue Carter, head of the college, 
said: “We are delighted to be part of 
the Lottery’s women and girls initi¬ 
ative and look forward to working 
in partnership with a wide range of 
organisations to deliver the services 
women feel they most need to suc¬ 
cessfully access education. 

“We’re calling the project Hillcroft 
2020: Beyond Education, as the final 
year of the project coincides with our 
centenary in that year.” 

Hillcroft students have often expe¬ 
rienced barriers to accessing an edu¬ 
cation, including domestic violence, 
undiagnosed learning disabilities, 
poor mental health and interrupted 
schooling. 

Hillcroft, which was rated ‘good’ by 
Ofsted in 2014 after turning around 
an ‘inadequate’ rating, will launch 
the project in September.

999 ruling 
chief quits 

THE chief executive of a 
scandal-hit ambulance trust, 
whose salary, pension and 
benefits package topped 
£255,000 a year, has quit. 

Paul Sutton, of South East 
Coast Ambulance Service 
(Secamb), has “left to pursue 
other interests”, the trust 
said. 

He had been on an agreed 
leave of absence after a 
damning report in March 
found “fundamental failings” 
over a scheme to delay ambu¬ 
lances to patients. 

The secret project was 
called “high risk,” lacking 
approval from the board. Up 
up to 20,000 patients had am¬ 
bulance help delayed. 

When interviewed, trust 
staff said the decision to re¬ 
assess Red 2 calls “came from 
the top” and Mr Sutton had 
given a “direct instruction”. 

The probe found that man¬ 
aging ambulance response 
times - as set by national 
NHS targets - was a “driver” 
for the decision. 

The trust said in March 
that “no clear evidence of pa¬ 
tient harm” had been found. 

Patients Association chief 
Katherine Murphy said: “The 
conduct of leaders at Secamb 
falls far short of standards 
the public expects.” 

She said the plan was 
“exceptionally poor deci¬ 
sion-making.”

DOMESTIC violence victims 
may get their smiles back 
thanks to a campaign headed 
by a Surbiton resident and 
London MEP. 

Syed Kamall hopes to 
launch the Restoring Smiles 
project in the UK for the first 
time later this year. 

The project works with 
dentists to provide free den¬ 
tal care for domestic violence 
victims who have had their 
teeth broken or knocked out 
by abusive partners. 

Restoring Smiles was set 
up in Canada five years ago 
and aims to restore the way 
victims look in the hope it 
will rebuild their confidence 
and put them on the path to 
rebuilding their lives. 

Dr Kamall said: “When I 
heard about this idea, it im¬ 
mediately made sense. For 
some survivors of domestic 
violence the scars both men¬ 
tally and physically can take 
much longer to heal. We need 
to do more to help survivors.” 


In partnership with domes¬ 
tic violence charity Believe, 
Dr Kamall has been in talks 
with a group of dentists in 
the UK, but has already run 
into complications over how 
the project will be funded. 

Dr Kamall said: “There is 
a lot of enthusiasm to bring 
the project over here, but the 
way NHS and private care is 


offered in the UK presents us 
with some challenges as to 
how the scheme could work. 

“For example, what part 
could be funded by the 
NHS and what extra fund¬ 
ing would need to be raised 
for treatment the NHS will 
not cover. 

“We want to make sure as 
many people as possible get 


the best treatment they can. 

“There is a lot of work to 
do before this scheme can 
become reality, but I will 
help where I can to bring it to 
the UK.” 

Since Restoring Smiles 
launched in Canada it has 
provided £138,000-worth of 
restorative treatment to near¬ 
ly 50 patients, most of whom 
lived in women’s shelters. 

The project would also en¬ 
sure that UK dentists are able 
to provide dental care the do¬ 
mestic violence victims need, 
under the motto “restore a 
smile, empower a woman, re¬ 
claim her life”. 

Dr Tina Meisami found¬ 
ed the Canadian project in 
memory of her orthopaedic 
surgeon brother who was 
an avid women’s rights cam¬ 
paigner and died suddenly 
just months after turning 40. 

She said: “As a woman, 
I felt as though I needed to 
stand up for their rights. 

“As a human being, I felt 
their pain. As a surgeon, I 
wanted to fix their oral and 
facial pain.”

A GRIEVING mother whose 
son died of acute alcohol in¬ 
toxication has made a heart¬ 
felt plea on the anniversary 
of his death for young people 
to be wary of the dangers of 
drinking. 

Maggie Edrupt, 66, made 
the plea a year after her son 
David was found dead in Sur¬ 
biton. Mr Edrupt, of Molesh- 
am Way, West Molesey, had 
been drinking with friends 
the night before he died. 

Ms Edrupt said: “He’d been 
drinking all day as he was 
watching his favourite team 
and he was with his friend. 
At midnight he went off as 
he always did and walked 
home.” 

Mr Edrupt met the last per¬ 
son to see him alive, Jaimie 
Ortiz Beccerra, on his jour¬ 
ney home and they shared 
a cigarette near Surbiton 
station at about lam, before 
making their way back to 


Mr Ortiz Beccerra’s home in 
Surbiton Court, St Andrew’s 
Square. 

He was found dead hours 
later in the landing of the 
flats, with Mr Ortiz Beccerra 
later arrested on suspicion of 
murder. 

However, in January the 
Metropolitan Police con¬ 
firmed they believed his 
death to be non-suspicious 
and Mr Ortiz Beccerra was 
released with no further ac¬ 
tion. 

Ms Edrupt said: “He didn’t 
go out with the intention 
of drinking until he died. I 
think a lot of young people 
these days don’t know they 
can’t drink like that. 

“They [police] don’t know 
whether he swallowed his 
tongue, that’s another thing 
drink can do to you. He didn’t 
do it every week. There were 
times when he went out and 
he didn’t drink at all.” 

Ms Edrupt said “beautiful” 
tributes were left to him on 
Facebook on the anniversa¬ 
ry of his death, and warned 
young people to be vigilant of 
the dangers of drinking. 


She said: “I’m so worried 
this happened to Dave, who 
was an educated, capable 
young man. If I could save 
one life, that would help.” 


She said the family still 
lacked closure around Mr 
Edrupt’s death, and added: “I 
don’t think we will ever get 
answers.”

Calls for green 
belt protection 

CAMPAIGNERS have renewed their 
calls for stronger protection of Chess- 
ington’s green belt after a landmark 
government ruling. 

Last month, Communities Secretary 
Greg Clarke ruled that 1,500 new homes 
could be built on green belt land near 
Gloucester due to the growing need for 
housing, prompting Kingston’s Liberal 
Democrats to claim it would increase 
pressure on Kingston Council. 

The Campaign to Protect Rural Eng¬ 
land (CPRE) then identified green belt 
sites under threat by development, in¬ 
cluding the possible building of 20,000 
homes in Chessington. 

Tricia Bamford, councillor for 
Chessington South, said the possible 
repercussions from the ruling ‘sends 
shivers down the spine’. 

Kingston Council leader Kevin Davis 
said: “Over many years the Lib Dems 
have been peddling fear, it’s scary stuff. 
What evidence have they got? 

“They just seem to trade in scare- 
mongering. Do we want to build homes? 
Yes, we do. Do we want to build on the 
green belt? No, we don’t.” 

In March 2014, the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats claimed that 70,000 homes could 
be built on Chessington’s green belt, 
prompting then-Conservative candi¬ 
date James Berry to brand their pro¬ 
testations ‘unacceptable scaremonger- 
ing’. 

Since last year, London-based real es¬ 
tate developer Affinity Global has been 
working with Kingstonian Football 
Club to build a new stadium in Chess¬ 
ington Golf Centre, in Garrison Lane, 
including the provision of an unspec¬ 
ified number of homes. Concrete pro¬ 
posals have yet to be submitted, though 
the developer was said to have written 
to councillors saying any incursion 
onto the greenbelt would be ‘limited’.

Men on mission over claims 
they suffered at seminary

TWO former trainee-priests 
are determined to keep up 
the pressure on a Catholic 
missionary group to apolo¬ 
gise for alleged abuse they 
suffered as children. 

In October 2014, 11 men 
who claim to have suffered 
abuse, labelled the Mirfield 
Group, settled out of court 
with the Verona Fathers, 
now known as the Comboni 
Missionaries, over allega¬ 
tions members had sexual¬ 
ly abused them at St Peter 
Claver College in Mirfield, 
West Yorkshire during the 
1960s and 70s. 

Comboni Missionaries 
have made it clear the set¬ 
tlement is no admission the 
abuse took place, leading two 
of the alleged victims to con¬ 
tinue to campaign against 
them. 

A protest was held recent¬ 
ly at St Matthias Church in 
Worcester Park where the 
missionary group was ap¬ 
pealing for donations. 

Jim Kirby, 65, moved from 
Ireland aged 12 to join the 
school in 1963, believing he 
was about to embark on a 
“great adventure”. 


By his second year he says 
he was repeatedly abused by 
the seminary’s infirmarian 
Father Domenico Valmag- 
gia, who died in Italy in 2011. 

Mr Kirby said: “If you 
were sick and got colds or flu 
and that you had to go to see 
this particular priest [Val- 
maggia]. This guy was prolif¬ 
ic, horrible. 

“You were trapped - he 
would put you in the infir¬ 
mary for three or four days 
and he had you.” 

Mr Kirby says he reported 
the abuse towards the end of 
his fourth year in 1967, but 
says he was told to simply 
not visit the infirmary any¬ 
more. 

He said: “They didn’t know 
what to do. There was this 
attitude that you don’t bring 
scandal, you don’t scandalise 
the church.” 

Now living in Mitcham, he 
is married with two daugh¬ 
ters, but says the memories 
of Mirfield have haunted 
him. 

Kevin Scullin, 60, was 
about 10 years old when a 
Mirfield priest visited the 
Catholic school he was at¬

tending in his hometown 
Leeds for a “recruitment 
talk”. 

After joining the semi¬ 
nary, he says he was similar¬ 
ly abused by Valmaggia , but 
also recalls stories of junior 
housemaster Father John 
Pinkman lurking around 
the showers and calling the 
boys in for genital “examina¬ 
tions”. 

Father Pinkman died of a 
heart attack in South Africa 
in 1984. 

Mr Scullin said: “I par¬ 
ticularly remember one boy 
coming into the great big 
dormitory and saying ‘watch 
out, here comes pinky [Pink¬ 


man],’ who was known as 
the priest who would help 
boys in the showers. 

“It was just seen as a joke.” 

He told his mother of 
the abuse and left to join a 
Catholic grammar school 
in Leeds before eventually 
moving to south London to 
work in Croydon. 

In the early 2000s, Mr Scul¬ 
lin and Mr Kirby got togeth¬ 
er with fellow alleged vic¬ 
tims, beginning the process 
of the legal battle that saw 
the Comboni Missionaries 
pay a total of £120,000 to 11 
alleged victims. 

Mr Scullin was given 
£8,000 and Mr Kirby £10,000, 
with the missionary offering 
no admission of guilt for any 
of the claims. 

Joined by a fellow alleged 
victim, Mr Scullin and Mr 
Kirby visited evening mass 
at St Matthias Church, 
in Cheam Common Road, 
Worcester Park, on Saturday, 
April 23, and began shouting 
down a priest, who was vis¬ 
iting from the Comboni Mis¬ 
sionaries. 

A spokesman for the Com¬ 
boni Missionaries said: “It 


was with great sadness and 
regret that we learned that 
allegations of historic abuse 
have been made relating to 
the junior seminary we for¬ 
merly ran. 

“We support some of the 
most unfortunate and dis¬ 
advantaged communities in 
the world and we condemn 
unreservedly any action 
which causes harm or dis¬ 
tress to others. 


“We are dismayed to 
think that suffering may 
have been caused. If that 
is the case, we are deeply 
sorry and our thoughts and 
prayers are with those who 
may have suffered, and their 
families.” 

The Comboni Missionar¬ 
ies no longer run seminaries 
in the UK and their activities 
largely consist of appealing 
for funds for global charities.

Another chance to speak up about casinos opening in town 

Gambling policy put up 
for public consultation 



KINGSTON is perhaps not the 
first place that comes to mind 
at the mention of glitzy casinos, 
and is unlikely ever to have been 
on Danny Ocean’s list of holiday 
spots. 

Whether that will change is 
now down to residents as King¬ 
ston Council reviews its gam¬ 
bling policy. The authority is 
reviewing how it will consider 
applications made under the 
Gambling Act of 2005, and is 
specifically asking residents 
whether they would approve of 
casinos opening in the town. 

Consultations in 2009 and 2012 
found that the prospect was “un¬ 
welcome”. 

Cllr Mike Head, chairman of 
the licensing committee, said: 
“We have an absolute responsi¬ 
bility to ensure that the licenses 
we issue to allow premises to 
offer gambling are appropriate 
and don’t impact upon the local 
area. The decision was taken 
during these reviews that casi¬ 
nos weren’t welcome.

“As part of this review and 
consultation, we are asking 
whether it is still the case.” 

In 2005 the Gambling Act 
was introduced to regulate the 
building of casinos in the UK, 
placing tight restrictions on the 
number of casinos that could 
open and limiting them to spe¬ 
cific towns and regions. Since 
its introduction, the number of 
casinos across the country has 


remained at about 140. While 
there are numerous bookmak¬ 
ers and adult gaming centres in 
the borough, there are currently 
no fully-fledged casinos. 

In October 2014, Conservative 
councillors complained the bor¬ 
ough was being overrun by high 
street betting shops. 

But Conservative MP for Ship- 
ley, Philip Davies, whose parents 
owned a betting shop, last week 
called for a more “honest de¬ 
bate” about the gambling sector. 
He said it formed a “key part of 
local communities, employing 
thousands of dedicated staff”. 

Jim Orford, of Gambling 
Watch UK, said: “My main com¬ 
ment would be for the council 
to be very careful. They will be 
attracted by what they are told 
about new jobs, redevelopment 
and tourism, but they should 
consider the downsides. 

“There is the wider question 
of whether local people want a 
casino in their area - they may 
be worried about a lot of things 
including the normalisation of 
gambling and risks to their chil¬ 
dren.”

Population 
is soaring 

KINGSTON is one of the 
country’s fastest growing 
boroughs, statistics reveal. 

According to figures com¬ 
piled by the Office for Nation¬ 
al Statistics, Kingston will 
see its population will grow 
by about 27,600 over the next 
10 years - just over 16 per 
cent on the current popula¬ 
tion of 170,000. 

The rise puts the borough 
comfortably within the top 
10 fasting growing areas in 
Britain, of which nine of the 
top 10 are in London, which 
the report puts down in some 
part to migration to the cap¬ 
ital. 

Kingston is joined by Tow¬ 
er Hamlets, which is top of 
the list, Barking and Dagen¬ 
ham, Newham, Camden, Is¬ 
lington, Redbridge, Hackney, 
and Hillingdon. 

Suzie Dunsmith, of the Of¬ 
fice for National Statistics, 
said: “All regions of Eng¬ 
land are projected to see an 
increase in their population 
size over the next decade, 
with London, the east of Eng¬ 
land and south east projected 
to grow faster than the coun¬ 
try as a whole. 

“The population is also 
ageing with all regions see¬ 
ing a faster growth in those 
aged 65 and over.” 

Overall, the number of 
people living in London is 
set to surge by 1.17m to hit 
9,708,000 by 2024.

CLUB and bar owners have 
urged caution as Kingston 
Council looks to shift the 
town’s night-time economy 
away from “large, alcohol-led 
premises”. 

Last night councillors 
were due to vote on a new pol¬ 
icy that seeks to “discourage 
drunkenness and the result¬ 
ing anti-social behaviour” in 
Kingston. 

A report, available on the 
authority’s website, states: “A 
key feature of [the council’s] 
approach is to use its influ¬ 
ence to encourage a change 
in the composition of the 
borough’s night-time econo¬ 
my so it is more diverse and 
less dominated by large alco¬ 
hol-led premises.” 

The report also notes that a 
“high proportion of violence 
against the person offenc¬ 
es are closely linked to the 
night-time economy”, with 
peaks in the early hours of 
the morning. 


However, the policy states 
that in Kingston there were 
4.27 alcohol-related violent 
crimes per 1,000 people in 
2012-13 - lower than the 
5.67 crimes per 1,000 people 
across London as a whole. 

Cllr Mike Head, chairman 
of the licensing committee, 
said: “The policy as it stands 
is not dramatically different 
to before. 

“There may be some 
amendments but it is a solid 


policy. I have my personal 
views about clubs but I am 
not prepared to discuss that. 

“Licences in Kingston are 
granted on merit and are not 
given out lightly.” 

Kingston has two of the 
biggest nightclubs in south¬ 
west London in Hippodrome 
and Pryzm. 

Pryzm’s licence is under 
review after police claimed 
bosses had failed to curb 
disorder including sexual as¬ 


sault and theft. 

Committee member Cllr 
Phil Doyle has previously cit¬ 
ed clubbers posting half-eat¬ 
en kebabs through letter box¬ 
es, defecating in gardens and 
fornicating in the streets as 
reasons for a crackdown on 
licensing rules. 

When the new policy was 
being drafted last year, he 
said: “I don’t think the antiso¬ 
cial behaviour, most of which 
is caused by clubbers who 
have been drinking, is being 
challenged enough. 

“Some residents are scared 
to walk through the town cen¬ 
tre at night.” 

But Paul Kinsey, who owns 
Kingston’s third largest club 
the Viper Rooms, said: “King¬ 
ston needs to be careful. 

“You can’t just have wine 
bars. There needs to be a bal¬ 
ance.” 

When the policy was under 
consultation a spokeswoman 
for the Deltic Group, which 
owns Hippodrome and Pry¬ 
zm, said: “We are concerned 
that the important role the 
club and bar sector plays in 
the local economy is being 
overlooked.” 


DRIVING BAN: A Cobham man 
has been disqualified from 
driving for three years after ad¬ 
mitting drink driving in Kingston. 
Mihill Georgeev, 39, admitted 
driving his Renault Laguna in 
Penrhyn Road on May 8 while 
twice over the drink drive limit. 
Georgeev, of Portsmouth Road, 
was also ordered to pay £591 
in fines and costs when he 
appeared at Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on May 25. 

NEW PATRON: Harlequins 
flanker and former Cobham 
rugby player Jack Clifford has 
been named as a new patron 
for heart charity, Cardiac Risk in 
the Young. Clifford, 23, signed 
up for the role after his team¬ 
mate Matthew Cragg died from 
an undiagnosed heart condition 
in October 2014.

Summer is rapidly approach¬ 
ing, so we decided to take a 
look at some of the outdoor 
'must-do' items available in 
London. 

1) TIME TO PARK OFF: If 

there's one thing London has in 
abundance its parks, from the 
humble village green to great 
sprawling forests. One of our fa¬ 
vourite parks is Richmond Park, 
as it's nice and big (plenty of 
space for the youngsters to burn 
off some steam on bike or on 
foot) and has the added attrac¬ 
tion of over 600 deer. 

Battersea Park has a chil¬ 
dren's zoo and boats that can 
be rented on the lake, Clapham 
Common has tennis courts and 
a skate park, Queen Elizabeth 
Olympic Park has fountains and 
a climbing wall and St James's 
Park has pelicans and the Horse 
Guard Parade. Best of all, parks 
have free entrance (although 
items like the zoo and boats do 
have a charge). 

2) SIGHTSEEING ON THE 
GO: A boat ride down the Thames 
offers very good views of 
most of the sights. The 
water bus offers a 
cost-effective way

Animals always get the children 
interested, and younger children 
will probably be best suit¬ 
ed to some of the 
city farms.

4) GO ON, BE A TOURIST: 

There are some activities that 
simply have to be done on a trip 
to London. Seeing Buckingham 
Palace and the changing of the 
guard is one such item, as is 
strolling across Tower Bridge 
and watching it open from the 
bank of the Thames River (three 
times a day). 

Harry Potter fans will prob¬ 
ably want to visit King's Cross 
to push a trolley through Plat¬ 
form 9 3 A (there's even a trolley 
embedded in the wall for some 
great photo opportunities) while 
parents wanting to improve their 
children's geography grades 
will do well to plan a trip to the 
Prime Meridian Line (otherwise 
known as the Greenwich line, at 
exactly zero longtitude). 


5) LET'S GET HISTORICAL: 

Yes, yes, we know that this one is 
not outdoors, but the museums 
in London are simply too good to 
be left off the list. Museums are 
not normally known for keeping 
children entertained or for being 
easy on the pocket, but the Nat¬ 
ural History Museum manages 
to break both these stereotypes. 

Other free museums that are 
also worth visiting include the 
British Museum with its Egyptian 
mummies, the Science Museum 
with its space rockets and the 
Museum of London Docklands.

The spare room was a hoarder's 
paradise full of dusty paperbacks, 
old shoes, furniture and an untidy 
pile of unwanted birthday presents. 
These days, this much under¬ 
utilised space is undergoing a 
rebirth as more and more people 
are letting their spare rooms to 
lodgers. Whether you intend to 
rent a room in a house or let it, 
we have put together some facts 
and tips which may help you 
make your mind up. 

1) The rise of 'The Rigsby 
Effect': Remember the television 
series Rising Damp, in which the 
landlord Rigsby, played by 
Leonard Rossiter, rented out 
rooms? According to the 
insurance firm Liverpool Victoria, 
the number of homeowners 
renting out a spare room has 
increased from 1.4 per cent to 
2.7 per cent in the past five 
years. 

2) There are plenty of 
spare rooms out there: It is 

estimated that there are 15 million 
unused bedrooms in England 
alone. And since 2011, there has

been a 70 per cent increase in the 
number of landlords looking for 
lodgers, says SpareRoom.co.uk. 

3) Rising rents are not just 
a London trend: Across the 
country, rents have risen 6.7 per 
cent in the past year. 

4) You can rent in the 
week only: It's called "fractional" 
renting. So if your work takes you 
away during the working week, you 
can return at the weekend. 

5) You don't get bills: Rent a 
room in a house and your monthly 
payment should cover lighting, 
heating, electricity, hot water and 
council tax. 

6) Get it in writing: It's best 
for both sides to sign a rental 
agreement. You have to establish 


ground rules and not just on 
business matters. Most important 
of all, lodgers need to know if they 
are allowed to use the sitting room 
in the evenings and at weekends. 

7) An income of £4,250 tax 
free: Having a tenant will push 
up your insurance premium. And 

if you earn more than £4,250 per 
year from renting out your spare 
room, you become liable for tax 
on those extra earnings, under 
the Government's Rent A Room 
scheme. 

8) How much should 
tenants expect to pay? The 

average monthly cost of renting 
a spare room is £5,593 per year 
(roughly £500 per month), rising 
to £7,667 in London (£638 per 


month). That's just for one room. 
The overall average rent in the 
UK is £902 per month (£819 this 
time last year), according to the 
HomeLet rental index. Rents vary, 
depending upon the size of room 


and where you live: £450-£1,000 
per month in London, £300-£400 
in Manchester and Birmingham. 

9) Check out the legal dos 
and dont's: If you rent out a 
room you must ensure your home 


complies with fire regulations, 
make sure your boiler is serviced 
every year by a CORGI registered 
engineer and that all electrical 
appliances are safe to use.
